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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
multi-layer electrode as set forth in claim 1 having the a first and a second electrode 
layers provided in an arrangement on the bottom surface of the slider to electrostatically 
control the fly height of the slider is neither taught by nor an obvious variation of the art 
of record. The claimed slider arrangement as set forth in claim 7 that includes the 
electrostatic actuator electrode which includes a first and a second electrode layers 
provided in the arrangement on the slider to control the flying height of a transducer is 
neither taught by nor an obvious variation of the art of record. The claimed multi- 
layered electrode as set forth in claim 10 that forms a plurality of capacitors connected 
in series that controls the fly height of a slider with respect to a storage medium as set 
forth is neither taught by nor an obvious variation of the art of record. The multi-layer 
arrangement as set forth in the claims results in a reduced leakage current, provides a 
rapid response time of the fly height actuator arrangement and reduces field emission 
discharge as discussed in the specification.

Conclusion 
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3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Minoshima et al. teaches to use four charge surfaces to control 
the fly height of a slider. Yanagisawa and Maruo et al. teach related piezoelectric 
arrangements to control the position of a head. Rao et al. (US 20040233568A1 ) and 
Boutaghou et al. (US 20040051 992A1 ) having the same assignee as the present 
invention teach related electrostatic arrangements used to control fly height.
